Racing in the Cajun Country

New ORLEANS 

With the birth of the new year, Turf patrons from the colorful and romantic 
Cajun country of Louisiana swarm into the Fair Grounds. and there they have 
a ball for themselves. 

The Fair Grounds annually starts its long series of races for “baby” horses 
on the first day of each year, and it is in these short dashes of a quarter-mile that 
the Cajun Louisiana-bred horses come to their own. They are bred for raw speed 
and they are trained accordingly, and when they swoop down against local com- 
petition they seldom miss their objective. 

It is also noteworthy that the leading jockey of the Fair Grounds meeting is 
a Cajun. He is Ray Broussard. who gained his start riding in the comparatively 
impromptu races of the Cajun country. Another is Jimmy Hardinbrook. one of 
the most accomplished reinsmen on the grounds. 

Among the leaders representing the Cajuns is Mayo Romero, a 46-year-old 
rugged individual from New Iberia. Romero's vocation is rice farming and rais- 
ing cattle. and his avocation is breeding and running horses of extreme speed. 
He has as his trainer Pola Benoit. another Cajun who at one time was an out- 
standing jockey. Benoit was good enough to ride regularly for the late Col. 
E. R. Bradley. : 

Romero has 4 brothers and they. too. have entered racing. They are Harry. 
David. Howard. and Alton. They have broodmares at the Romeros’ Hulton 
Plantation and are breeding and racing on a larger scale each year. 

Another group of brothers who are among the leaders in racing in the Cajun 
country are Ellis J. and Freddie Richard, of Cankton. La. There they have a 
farm and 2 tracks, one of these a half-mile oval and the other a quarter-mile 
straightaway. The site is called Richard Casino. 

In all, there are approximately 300 people interested in breeding and running 
horses in the Cajun country. Authority for this statement is Benoit. He has been 
training horses in that area, at the Fair Grounds, and at numerous other major 
recognized tracks of the country since he stopped riding more than 20 years ago. 

“There is every reason why the Cajun-bred horses should beat the Ken- 
tucky-breds at this time of the year.” Benoit explains. “You see, we race our 
horses long before they are 2 years old. When we bring them to the Fair 
Grounds they are well seasoned and usually have several races under them. while 
the Kentucky-breds are just beginning to learn how to run.” 

Benoit says that on July 4 there is an annual race held at the Evangeline race 
track, at Ville Platte. La.. for horses. most of which are not more than 14 months 
old. 

“This is what they call an ‘open’ race, which means any type of horse can 
compete whether he is a Thoroughbred or not. The conditions are that he must 
not be 2 years old and that the owner put up a $100 nomination fee (when the 
horse is a suckling) and another $100 if he starts. I call it the Futurity. but 
most of the Cajuns call it ‘The Colt Race.” even though fillies, geldings, and 
what have you. start. 

“By ‘colt! they mean only that it is for young horses. The race is run at 
three-sixteenths mile down the straightaway. and it is at what we call ‘catch 
weights’. That means that the horses can carry any weight the owner or trainer 
wants. Usually we try to find a rider who weighs not more than 60 pounds. 

“We have a regular starting gate. like you have at the Fair Grounds. only it 
has just 4 stalls. So we run 4 at a time in eliminations. and the winners meet 
in the finals. There are some Quarter Horses and there are some ‘just’ horses. 
but most of the futurities are won by Thoroughbreds which eventually race at the 
Feir Grounds and then carry on to the other tracks of the country after the season 
closes in New Orleans.” 

“In order to get the Thoroughbreds ready for the July 4 race.” Benoit says. 
‘it is necessary to begin breaking and training them before they are taken from 
their mothers. Usually they are halter broken only a few weeks after they are 
born. 

“Once they become weanlings, we break them to the saddle and we allow 
little boys, as light as possible, to get on their backs. By the time they are a year 
old they have received as much education as the average Kentucky-bred receives 
at 2, and they all seem to love it.”

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Four times last year Summer Tan 
and Nashua joined in combat. and 3 
times the issue was decided by the 
*Nasrullah colt from William Wood- 
ward Jr.’s Belair Stud. although never 
by a margin greater than a half-length. 
Nashua retired for the season after his 
rousing head victory over Mrs. Russell 
A. Firestone’s colt in the Belmont 
Futurity. but Summer Tan went on to 
snatch an easy decision in the Garden 
State Stakes and this may have been 
the race which finally decided Frank E. 
(Jimmy) Kilroe when he began assign- 
ing weights in his first Experimental 
Handicap. Kilroe gave Summer Tan 128 
pounds, Nashua 127. The colt which 
finished third in the Futurity. Clear- 
water Stable’s Royal Coinage. got 124. 

Summer Tan started 11 times last 
year, won 5 races, was 4 times second 
and once third. The only race in which 
he failed to place was a 3-furlong dash 
for maidens at Hialeah Park. At 


Experimental Handicap, 1954. 


Jamaica in the spring Summer Tan won 
a maiden race. then took the Youthful 
Stakes before dropping his first contest 
with Nashua in the Juvenile Stakes on 
May 12. After a second to Islander in 
the colt division of the National Stallion 
Stakes, trainer Sherrill Ward gave him 
a rest until Saratoga, where he won the 
United States Hotel Stakes and was 
second to Nashua in the Hopeful Stakes 
and third to Royal Coinage in the 
Saratoga Special. He got a measure of 
revenge in the Cowdin Stakes. in which 
he trimmed Nashua by 114 lengths. 
then ran second again to the Belair colt 
in the Futurity. Then came his impres- 
sive victory in the Garden State. his 
first trip at more than a mile. 

Kilroe put 2 other colts over 120 
pounds in the Experimental: Blue 
Ruler. the best in the West. was given 
123 pounds. and Royal Note. which ran 
through 6 races undefeated before 
Royal Coinage tripped him in the 
Sapling Stakes. was assigned 122. 


The top-weighted filly was High 
Voltage. winner of 5 stakes and $165, 
325 last vear. One pound below her 
were Myrtle’s Jet and Delta. Menolene 
got 114 pounds. Lea Lane 113. 

The breeder with most 2-year-olds jn 
the list was C. V. Whitney. with 5, 
Caliborne Farm. Harry F. Guggenheim, 
and Mrs. John D. Hertz had 4 each, 
*Nasrullah with 9 representatives was 
the leading sire. Eight Thirty had 5, 
and *Djeddah and Roman had 4 each, 

Kilroe gave weights to 114 horses, 
and his lowest was 105 pounds. Included 
are 70 colts, 34 fillies, and 10 geld. 
ings. The weights are for the theoretical 
distance of 1%, miles, although 
Jamaica’s Experimental, for which all 
of those weighted are eligible. is for 6 
furlongs. 

The handicaps were begun in 1933 
by the late Walter S. Vosburgh. who 
died the next year. From 1935 through 
1954 the handicap was compiled by the 


late John B. Campbell.

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*Heliopolis, the leading sire of 1950. 
topped the list again in 1954. After a close 
race with *Alibhai for the first 9 months, 
*Heliopolis established a commanding lead 
in October, principally on the heavy earn- 
ings of High Gun, Helioscope, and Summer 
Tan. At year’s end his 57 winners had 
earned $1,053.825 in first money. $322.007 
more than had *Alibhai’s. Bull Lea, lead- 
ing sire in 1952 and 1953, was third with 
$605.527. Most striking record was that of 
*Nasrullah, which finished fourth with 22 
winners of $550,625, mostly from his first 
U. S. crop. 

Eight of the 20 leaders of 1953 failed to 
repeat in 1954 and their places were taken 
by *Nasrullah, Shut Out. Errard, Spy 
Song. Bimelech. Brookfield, *Ambiorix, 
and *Princequillo. Biggest gain among 
the leaders of 1953 was Revoked. which 
moved from 17th to fifth in 1954. 

One unusual feature of the 1954 list is 
that Hyperion has 3 sons among the top 10 
—*Heliopolis, *Alibhai, and *Khaled. No 
other stallion has more than one _ horse 
among the top 20. 

A total of 2,019 sires are represented on 
the list, 75 more than in 1953. They sired 
13,462 winners, which won 30.265 races

and earned $47,207,151. In 1953 the total 
first money was $46,324,900. earned in 
30,068 races. 

If all the first money had been divided 
equally among all the winners. each would 
have had earnings of $3,507.

His birth 
year and the name of his sire are given. 
followed by the number of winners to his 
credit, the number of races won, and total

Fourth-Track Talk 
The Michigan Thoroughbred Turf Club 


last week made its second attempt to obtain 
a permit to build a race track in the 
Detroit area. The organization first applied 
for a permit in February. 1954. but the 
application was not acted upon because of 
a possibility that the Michigan legislature 
would limit the number of tracks to 3— 
the number already in operation. 

Principal difference in the new plans. 
submitted by attorneys Henry C. Murray 
and Joseph J. Marshall. is that the loca- 
tion has been changed. Last year the group 
proposed to build at Flat Rock. about 20 
miles south of Detroit. The new plan calls 
for the track to be built on a 244-acre 
tract in Macomb County. about 16 miles 
northwest of Detroit. The proposed site is 
about 10 miles east of Hazel Park. 

Murry told racing commissioner James 
Inglis that he has signed stock pledges 
which total $3,023,500. and that an ad- 
ditional $1,000,000 can be raised if more 
money is needed. According to Murray, the 
track would have a grandstand and club 
house with a combined seating capacity of 
10.000. a parking lot which would accom- 
modate 8.000 cars. and 1.200 fireproof 
stalls. 

Murray said if Inglis gives his approval 
by February 1. the track would be ready 
to operate by August 1. 

Inglis’ only comment on_ the .applica- 
tion was that he would study the plan “for 
about 3 weeks” before he announced a 
decision. 


Patrol at Ak-Sar-Ben 


Ak-Sar-Ben race track. Omaha. Neb.. 
will install a film patrol system before 
the opening of the track’s annual 35-day 
race meeting on May 19. 

J. J. Isaacson. Ak-Sar-Ben general man- 
ager, said a feature of the system would be 
a closed-circuit television channel from the 
film laboratory to the stewards’ stand on 
the grandstand roof. This will allow 
stewards to see the film on their television 
monitor less than 2 minutes after a courier 
delivers the film to the laboratory. 

Isaacson said it was planned to have 
daily showings of the previous day’s films 
for the jockeys and trainers. 


Maryland Dates 


After deliberating for more than a 
month, the Maryland State Racing Com- 
mission last week announced 1955 racing 
dates for the state’s 3 major tracks. 5 half- 
mile tracks. and 4 harness tracks. The 
schedule differs radically from those of 
previous years in that the season will open 
earlier than ever before—March 9—and 
that Bowie will have only one meeting—a 
33-day session in the spring. The dates: 


Bowie. March 9-April 33 
Laurel, April 19-May 17 
Pimlico, May 18 
Laurel, Oct. 28-Nov. 16 
Pimlico, Nov. 16-Dee. 16 


D. Eldred Rinehart, commission chair- 
man, said: “The commission arrived at 
this schedule after discussing the date 
problem with commissioners of other 
neighboring states. We feel that the long 


spring meeting at Bowie will afford the 
track ample opportunity to attract better 
horses. Since this schedule seems the best 
answer to Maryland’s date problem, all 
of the managements of the 3 major tracks 
accepted it in the right spirit.” 


In announcing the schedule for the 
state’s smaller tracks, Rinehart pointed 


out that the dates are tentative until the 
commission meets with the Maryland State 
Fair Board. “We hope we can keep the 
schedule intact.” he said. “but some of the 
meeting may conflict with dates set for 
the various fairs.”

Serdar Backs Governor’s Plan 


To Combine Racing Commission 


CHICAGO 

Gov. William G. Stratton has revived his 
plans to consolidate the Illinois Racing 
Board and the Illinois Harness Racing 
Commission. Instead of the 2 3-member 
agencies. which have no relationship to 
each other whatsoever, the Governor would 
have one body of 5 members to supervise 
both Thoroughbred racing and trotting. 

He points out that a number of other 
racing states have only one commission 
to rule both sports. He believes such a 
system of consolidation could mean greater 
efficiency and economy. 

A great many persons identified with 
one sport or the other—very few are 
affiliated with both—disagree with the 
Republican governor’s ideas in the matter. 
They believe the intrinsic, incompatible 
differences between the 2 distinctly separ- 
ate forms of horse racing are so numerous 
and so great as to make a union of govern- 
ment for both nearly impossible. 

Among the proposal’s opponents are 2 
prominent, influential Democratic members 
of the Illinois House of Representatives: 
Joseph Kohout. of Chicago, president of 
the Central division of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association, and 
Paul Powell. of Vienna. a party leader 
who is identified with trotting interests. 
Both have expressed opposition to the 
Governor's plan. 

While Kohout and Powell are Demo- 
crats. it may be pointed out that horse 
racing. whether running or trotting. never 
has been a party issue in Illinois. having 
enjoyed the support of members of both 
major parties. 

Republican majorities control by a small 


margin in the House the present 69th 
biennial General Assembly. which has 


just convened for what probably will be a 
6-month session. There is no time limit 
for sessions within 2 years. and laws be- 
come effective on July 1 following their 
adoption. unless passed with an emergency 
clause by a two-thirds majority to be- 
come effective immediately. Governor 
Stratton has not stated whether he will 
ask the legislature to pass his consolida- 
tion bill as an emergency. Passage would 
necessitate amendments to existing racing 
laws. 

There are in both sports a few influential 
individuals who are in accord with the 
Governor's views in the consolidation mat- 
ter. These include Paul Serdar. chairman 
of the Illinois Racing Board. Neither Strat- 
ton nor Serdar yet has amplified or elabor- 
ated on reasons for supporting the con- 
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solidation, Those who know him best do 
not believe for a moment that Serdar is 
animated by any desire to take on any 
additional labors and problems or to have 
any control over trotting. Neither is it 
believed that his deep sense of loyalty 
alone is responsible for his attitude. His
